The great disappointment in the 1939 wheat pile in Southern 
Alberta may be explained by the fact that we believed it impossible 
to get five to nine inches of rain in June and not, as a result, raise 
a bumper crop. We thought at the first of July it was impossible 
to keep from producing a bumper ’crop, but we have sadly learned 
that there are some kinds of weather we can have in Alberta about 
which we previously knew nothing, 

The facts are that we had one of the wettest months of June 
on record, but it came‘after a May in which we had only half the 
normal rainfall, and it was followed by a July which was almost the 
driest on record. | Under the circumstances, therefore, the crop 
damage is explainable, but that makes it none the less disappointing.
